“When we came here 12 years ago,’ said this 
man, “I earned $1.75 for 12 hours, Beven days a 
week, in the blast furnace, but I have worked 
steadily and faithfully, have not drank, have al- 
ways minded the boss. Now, I work in the boiler 
shop 12 hours a day for $1.62. The work is just 
as hard as 12 years ago, and the cost of living 
seems to be nearly twice what it was. We pay 
$18 a month for this dilapidated old house, three 
rooms downstairs, two up. We'subrent the up- 
stairs rooms, each $5 a month, to a family, mak- 
ing our rent $8 when we are lucky to have our

Other 
great American cities possess opera 
houses worthy of their municipal im- 
portance and of the splemlid art to 
whose service such structures are dedi- 
cated.. It is not only a proof of .the 
culture of such cities, but of their spirit 
of enterprise as well, 

St. Louis cannot afford to lag behind 
its féHows in this vital respect. 


R. BUSCH himself realizes the 
Mi imperative necessity of his home 
city’s keeping pace with other 
American municipalities of commanding 
rank, and, expressing himself to this 
effect, he adds emphasis to his views by 
letting his “tmoney talk,” too, in a fash- 
jon that has come to be second nature 
with him, 

‘Noting the wonderful amount of en- 
tertainment and enjoyment that the 
great operas and concerts afford to the 
people of New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia and Boston,” he writes, “I feel 
rather vexed that St. Louis does not 
come up to the same standard, owing to 
the lack of a proper and modern temple 
of art, an opera house that would be a 
credit to the city, and one that would 
place St. Louis on an equal footing with 
other leading Eastern cities.””

HOME RULE FOR CITIES 


Congressional Redistricting and 
Workingmen’s Compensation 
Also Included in Requests. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—Gov. 


Hadley announced today that he wants 
the Republican State Committee to sub- 
mit to the voters at the next election 
10 initiative measures. These include 


senatorial and congressional districting 
measures, home rule for the cities, an 
amendment revising the code of proced- 
ure in appellate courts, a bill creating 
a Public Service Commission, a work- 
ingmen’s compensation act, an amend- 
ment abolishing contract labor at the 
penitentiary, revision of the taxing sys- 
tem, and a measure creating a State 
reformatory for first offenders. 


Statement Sent to Morris, 
The Governor prepared a statement 


which was forwarded to Chairman Mor- 
ris advocating the measures listed and 
giving reasons for their consideration 
by the committee. It has been definite- 
ly determined for several months that 
the districting measures and home rule 
would be submitted, but the committee 
will determine about the advisability 
of the other measures. 

Some of the measures suggested for 
initiative legislation were advocated by 
the Governor in his messages to the 
Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth General] As- 
semblies, but they failed of passage. 
The State committee meets in St. Louis 
next Monday at which time Chairman 
Morris will lay the Governor's sugges- 
tions before the committee. 

22,000 Signatures Required. 

It requires approximately 22,000: sig- 
natures to submit an initiative measure. 
But the Governor says the organiza- 
tion and members of the party can cir- 
culate all of the petitions at once and 
that signatures could be obtained upon 
the 10 as quickly almost as upon one. 

The Governor's statement to the com- 
mittee is in the form of a letter of 
6000 words.

FOR AMERICA TODAY 


His Wife Will Remain a While 
in Europe—Mornard’s 
Charges Again Denied.

(New York World:) 
LONDON, Feb. 10.—W. Morgan Shus- 
ter, lately the American Treasurer-Gen- 
eral of Persia, returned today from his 
visit at Cambridge with Prof, Brown, 
the author of ‘‘The Persian Revolution.” 
He will sail for New York tomorrow 
on the steamer George Washington. His 
wife will remain for a time in Europe. 
On being asked by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent if he desired to add any- 
thing to the denial he had already made 
of the assertion of his Belgian success- 
or, M. Mornard, that irregularities have 
been found in the accounts kept by the 
American employes of the treasury, Mr. 
Shuster said: 
“Mornard is a man of such'a well- 
known evil reputation in Persia, and his 
intrigues against the American financial 
administration from the beginning were 
so notorious, that no one pays any at- 
tention to him. I detected him in finan- 
cial transactions of the most irregular 
description last July. 
“He evidently is trying to bolster up 
with the Russian Government his cam- 
paign to become Treasurer-General by 
attacking the American administration 
of the treasury. 
“He is the protege of M. Mans, for- 
merly Belgian head of the customs ser- 
vice, who was driven out by the Medj- 
liss (ParNament). 
“His statements are false and mislead- 
ing in every respect."

A protest against the opening of a 
galoon at Page boulevard and Black- 
stone avenue is being prepared by 
residents in that section to be present- 
ed to the Excise Commissioner th-s 
week. The sentiment in the neigh- 
borhood against the proposed saloon ‘s 
so strong that Charles Heintz, who 
lives next door to the property sought 
to be occupied by the saloon, has an- 
nounced that if the license is grante% 
he will sell his home to negroes ani 
move awey. 

Heintz has placed a sign on his prem- 
ises stating that his property is for 
sale to negroes on reasonable terns. 
He is also taking the lead in getting 
signatures to a remonstrance among 
his neighbors. The “for sale to ne- 
groes” sign is used as an argument to 
gather force for the protest. 

The eause of the protest is the ap- 
plication of Harry Monroe for a license 
to open a saloon at 1301 Blackstone 
avenue, filed Friday. His petition con- 
tained the signatures of 29 of the 42 
tax-paying residents in the block. This 
is one signature more than the re- 
quired two-thirds of the residents. 

Those opposing thé saloon say that 
restrictions on the property in that sec- 
tion prohibit saloons there, and that 
they will make a fight to enforce the 
restrictions. Page boulevard is wide 
at that point, and with the exception 
of the corners, all of the nearby prop- 
erty is occupied by residences. The 
nearest saloon to the proposed location 
at present is six blocks away.

Nouvelle, Auguste Rodin, and other 
leaders of French art, for this purpose, 
is recognized as a notable administra- 
tive victory. 

The exhibition in the St. Louis muse- 
um of paintings and sculpture by mem- 
bers of the Societe des Peintres et des 
Sculpteurs, also known 4s the Societe 
Nouvelle, is of the utmost interest to 
artists and art students, and scarcely 
less so to the connoisseurs, collectors 
and art lovers, who give St. Louis its 
standing in the art world, and to all 
for whom it is necessary to have stan- 
dards of artistic achievement, by which 
to measure and compare. 

It is interesting to everyone to know 
that these works have received’ the 
stamp of the authorities of the French 
nation, and that in judging them we are 
bringing before the bar the last achieve- 
ment of France, with the official and 
national seal upon it. 

Yet for the general public this notable 
exhibition must rely upon another side 
of its appeal. Each picture or statue 
must stand by itself, with its own es- 
thetic interest and human appeal. But 
here, too, this collection is effective. 

The ‘‘man in the street’’ knows little 
of the controversies of the art world, 
of the bitterness and antagonism that 
preceded the canonization of Auguste 
Rodin as the great light of sculpture 
in France, and as the head of the So- 
ciete des Peintres et des Sculpteurs. As 
little does the public reck, in a great 
American commercial center, of the

Cottet’s Great Painting. © 

But when Charles Cottet sends to our 
exhibition his profound painting, ‘‘The 
Land of the Sea,’’ the original of (ice 
big decoration in the Luxembourg Gal- 
lery, symbolizing the great story of hu- 
manity as well as that of the Brittany 
people, he gives us something which all 
can understand, and at which few probd- 
ably will venture to cavil. The picture 
by Cottet goes straight to the heart of 
the subject and of the onlooker, too. 

It brings into a single vision centuries 
of the life of the. people of Brittany. 
The composition chosen by Cottet for 
this portrayal is a triptych,’’ or ar- 
rangement in three panels, side by side, 
of symbolic groups of the seafaring 
folk of the Brittany coast. 

The center panel shows a numerous 
gathering at the supper table, on the 
eve of an important voyage. It is called 
‘“‘Repast of Leave Taking.’ In the panel 
at the left is shown the fore part of a 
vessel departing from the harbor; it rep- 
resents ‘‘Those Who Go.”’ On the other 
side the third panel shows a group of 
women by the shore, sewing,.or wist- 
fully questioning the sea, and the title 
is “Those Who Remain.’’ In such a 
picture the note, of course, is somber. 
The figures are presented in a masterly 
realism that dwells not upon textures, 
clothes and accessories, but upon the 
spirit of the theme. In this and other 
paints by Cottet is exemplified the 
power of art to impress upon the mind 
of the observer the vital story of hu- 
manity. 

The question ‘“‘What Is Art?” will be 
answered by these pictures, for many 
will shudder at the grewsome nudes of 
George Desvallieres, marvel at the idio- 
syncrasies of color vision of impres- 
sionist Henry Martin, or at the “color 
blindness”’ of Eugene Carriere, and gaze 
in hopeless questioning at the mystic 
modeling of Rodin. 

That art is indeed a ‘‘will-o’-the-wisp,”’ 
some undoubtedly will conclude, as they 
see the disdain of the great sculptor, 
Monsieur Auguste Rodin, for those 
truths which are the very life of the art 
of others; or as they compare the pert 
portrait of Senator Clarke, by Paul-Al- 
bert Besnard, with the interpretation of 
Henry James by Jacques-Emile Blanche, 
or the materialistic and decisive ‘‘Miss 
D,”’ by Antonio de la Gandara, with the 
negations and evasions of Carriere’s 
portrait heads. Even the magnificent 
disdain of “‘Miss D,”’ who is the very 
personification of worldly poise, would 
be upset if confronted, anywhere but in 
a spiritualistic seance, or a gallery, by 
one of these half-materialized ghosts for 
which Carriere’s strange and wonderful 
art serves as a ‘“‘medium.”’ 

Importance'of Nudes. 

That art.-is. inconsistent as well as 
mysterious, at least in its outward as- 
pect, many a visitor to the galleries 
devoted to the Societe Nouvelle will 
think, when they find that those for- 
bidding ‘‘Nudes"” by Desvalileres are 
the basis of a really masterful decora- 
tive composition, and in fact, form the 
most vigorous expression of beauty 
through artistic arrangement of color 
and mass which the exhibition affords, 
and are about the strongest of'the many 
pictures lent from the national gallery 
of France, the Luxembourg. 

Vividly contrasting with the somber 
paintings of Cottet, and the low-toned 
effect that one feels in so much of the 
exhibition, are the works of Henri 
Martin, Henri Eugene le Sidaner, Walter 
Gay; Jean Francois Raffaelli or Gas- 
ton la Touche. Cottet’s pictures glower 
from out their frames almost menacing- 
ly; but Raffaelli’s sparkle. Raffaelli’s 
vista of the Champs Elysees is over- 
flowing with vivacity and snap. 

This painter’s manner is as far from 
Cottet’s seemingly stolid Inspiration as 
the gay boulevard swarming with bri!- 
liant metropolitan life is far removed 
from the life of the peasantry of the 

coast. Walter Gay, celebrated Ameri- 
can member of the Societe Nouvelle, 
takes one still further from the dul!

Here are the glamors of furnishings 
end textures, of gold, and brass and 
burnished wood and tapestries, and 
marvelously studied nuances of light. 
But the very spirit of exclusion, as well 
as of delicate taste, is embodied in the 
“Interior,” lent from the Luxembourg 
gallery. 

The world of dreams is conjured up 
by Gaston la Touche, of visions which 
perhaps might come to one while gaz- 
ing from the window of Mr. Gay's “In- 
terior of the Chateau de Petit Trianon;’ 
dreams of beautiful women in suffu- 
sion of splendid color. “The Visit of 
the Princess Royale,” brings that fine 
Old artist, Watteau, to life again, but 
with sensuous revels of cvlor that the 
famous painter of Marie Antoinette’s 
court life, with its foibles and gaities, 
never knew. 

“The Betrothed.” 

A remarkable suffusion of red rad- 
lance, that sings of early morning and 
the high spirit of youth, pours out of 
that fanciful La Touche composition, 
“The Betrothed.”” A young pair in the 
&tern of a rose-hued boat are rowed 
upon a golden stream by a half-nude 
oarsman whose broad back reflects the 
ruddy brilliance of an intense and love- 
ly light. 

The calm, classic vision of Emile 
Rene Menard makes a far different an- 
peal to the imagination. Here are 
Stately landscapes that belong to the 
heroic age, that recall the Greek hero 
stories, and are peopled with the Greet: 
herces, too, Hylas, and many another. 

Then there is the sedate art of Jonn 
W. Alexander, another member of this 
celebrated Parisian group. In his quiet 
introspective picture, “At the Win 
dow,” there is something of reproach 
for the art that affects any strident 
message, 

Aman-Jean, whose clever, decorative 
spirit is at once buoyant and reserved; 
Besnard, whose portrait of Senator 
Clarke is an extreme of realism, and 
“Flowers and Turtle Doves’’

CHURCH IS BURNED 


Dr. J. F. Norris, Anti-Sunday 
Theater Leader, Defies Fort 
Worth Enemies. 


RESIDENTS UPHOLD HIM 


Rewards Aggregating $8000 for 
Conviction of Incendiary 
Quickly Raised. 





FORT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 10.—While 
prominent citizens amd commercial or- 
ganizations of this city are raising a 
large fund to investigate the burning 
of the First Baptist! Church and the 
effort to destroy the) residence of the 
Rev. Dr. J. Frank Norris, the pastor 
is preparing to meet further develop- 
ments in the feud between himself and 
the unknown in traditional Texas style. 
He has obtained from the City Commis- 
woners a permit to°carry a revolver 
and carried that weapon as conspicu- 
ously as a holster in his pocket will 
p-rmit. 

The two fires are regarded as a de- 
velopment in the Sunday Theater con- 
troversy which has engaged all classes 
in Fort Worth. None appears to share 
the weapon of Dr. Norris’ opponent and 
rewards offered have passed the $3000 
total. 

On the morning after the fire, a half 
gozen leading merchants and business 
men, headed by Mayor W. D. Davis, of- 
fered $1000 reward for the detection of 
the criminal. This was swelled by a 
reward of $1000 offered by the City of 
Fort Worth when the City Commission. 
ers met and $5000 appropriated by the 
Chamber of Commerce at a special ses- 
sion. Private contributions to the re- 
ward fund amount to over $1000. 

With this fund, and other money to 
be raised, it is planned to employ the 
best detective skill in the country, 

The night of Feb. 3, Pastor Norris 
dreamed that his house was on fire. He 
awoke with a start to find the scent 
of burning. pine in his nostrils. He 
discovered the fire on his back porch, 
and extinguished it with considerable 
effort. He discovered, too, a pile of 
oil-soaked rags and an oiled mop that 
spoke indisputably of incendiarism. 
A half hour later he was called to the 
telephone by @ newspaper reporter, who 
told him that his church was burning. 
It is only 10 minutes’ walk from the 
pastor’s home to the Baptist Church. 
The fire in the church seemed to start 
from all parts at once, 

The burning of the church is the cli- 
max of a sertes of events that point 
unmistakably to a definite plan and grim 
determination on the part of the crim- 
inal. 

' Jan. 10 the church was partially de- 
That fire was ascribed 
to an overheated furnace or defective 
wiring. The damage was repaired and 
the wiring carefully inspected and per- 
fected. 

Jan. 14 Dr. Norris sat in his study 
after his congregation had been dis- 
missed. He heard a pistol shot and a 
bullet crashed through the stained glass 
window near his head, quickly followed 
by another. He switched off the lights 
and made a hasty search for the would- 
be assassin. 

Detectives were employed and the 
grand jury made a searching investiga- 
tion, but the culprit was not found. 

Then came anonymous letters, which 
the pastor did not reveal until after 
the church had been destroyed, threat- 
ening his life and the destruction of 
the church. Dr. Norris had received 
such letters before and thought little of 
them. They were printed with a pencii 
on hofel stationery. He has turned 
them over to the postoffice inspectors. 
Dr. Norris is a young man and is 
known as a pastor of intense convictions 
and radical, some say, sensational ex- 
pression. As editor of the Baptist 
Standard, before coming to Fort Worth, 
he was instrumental in bringing about 
the passage of a law by the Texas Leg- 
islature forbidding racetrack gambling. 
He made many enemies in this crusade, 

Since coming to Fort Worth, two years 
ago, he has laid the foundation for a 
church to be constructed along indus- 
trial lines and has established a work- 
ing girls’ home, as a practical demon- 
stration of his ideas. 

During the last campaign he was an 
active worker for prohibition and when 
the picture shows and theaters began 
Sunday opening he led the movement to 
close them. He was popularly believed 
to be connected with the X-Ray, a paper 
strongly denounced by Mayor Davis 
because of attacks upon him. Dr. Nor- 
ris has denied any connection with the 
paper. 

“T shal) stay in Fort Worth—they can’t 
run me out with fire or bullets,” Dr. 
Norris declares, then he shows his re- 


volver.

Yale Professor Declares Peruvian 
Bones That Old.

Bowman of Yale geological department, 
after a more careful study of the hu- 
man bones found by the Bingham expe- 
dition to Peru, estimates their minimum 
age at 50,000 years, instead of 10,000 
years, the original estimate.

HS DAY IN COURT 


After Two Court Appeals Ha- 
beas Corpus Writ Is Served 
on Warden to Produce Him. 








CASE TO BE REOPENED 





Prisoner Tells of Open Letter Be- 
ing Suppressed by Peniten- 
tiary Authorities. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—This was'a day 
crowded with developments in the case 
of Mortimer L. Schiff’s former valet, 
Folke E. Brandt, serving a 30-year sen- 
tence for first-degree burglary, although 
evidence is accumulating to show that 
he was illegally convicted and sen- 


tenced. 

Two appeals to the courts had to be 
made so that communication with 
Brandt could be had in Dannemora 
prison, he having been denied permis- 


sion to see counsel by order of Super- 
intendent of Prisons Scott. 

James W. Osborne and Mirabeau L. 
Towns obtained orders from the courts 
and then Brandt was permitted to confer 
about his case. 

District Attorney Whitman w_ :t to 
Washington to see Senator Knute Nel- 
son of Minnesota, who had been in cor- 
respondence with Brandt. He has much 
material believed to be valuable that he 
tonight handed Whitman, being suspi- 
cious of others because previously he 
has been betrayed. 

Preparations for a John Doe investi- 
gation to discover if Brandt was the 
victim of a conspiracy continued in the 


morning when Whitman had before him 


Carl Fischer-Hansen, counsel for the 
prisoner, when he pleaded guilty. The 
register of the visitors showing who 
called upon Brandt while he was con- 
fined in the Tombs in 1907, it was 
learned, is missing. Howard Gans, 
Schiff’s counsel, denied a conspiracy. 
Dix Will Not Act. 

Gov. Dix made it known he will posi- 
tively not take any further action in 
t.e case. He will.eontinue the seat’ on 
the papers unless an attempt is made 
to show that his refusal to extend clem- 
ency was not based upon what he con- 
siders an impartial review of the facts. 
He says the responsibility of keeping 
Brandt incommunicado rests upon Supt. 
Scott. 

Service of the writ of habeas cor- 
pus was made upon the warden at 
Dannemora and Brandt will be brought 
to New York Monday evening. Tues- 
day morning the writ will be argued 
before Supreme Court Justice Gerard, 
and that afternoon motion to reopen 
the case will be made beofre Judge 
Rosalsky, who sentenced him. 

With the lawyers who finally reached 
Brandt in the prison Was a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. To the group 
Brandt said: 

“I would rather serve the full 80-year 
sentence imposed upon me by Judge 
Rosalsky than to have it lessened by 
dragging any scandal into the case. 

“IT have not done this myself and I 
won’t do it. I said that I would not al- 
low anything improper to come out in 
the matter before this thing became the 
public gossip it is now. I never told my 
lawyer or those who I thought were 
my lawyers, at the time of sentence any- 
thing reflecting upon anybody. In my 
letter to Gov. Dix asking his help I 
did not make any mention of anything 
scandalous. 

“After thinking it over, I made up my 
mind to write a letter and. give it out 
for publication to show just where I 
stood. I wrote this letter as carefully 
as I could. In it I pointed out that. so 
many, many things had been printed 
and said about me that were not true 
that 1 wanted the public to suspend 
judgment—that I wanted them td be- 
lieve what I hoped some day to be able 
to prove—that I was not as bad as some 
had painted me. 

Letter Supressed. 

“I sent the letter to the proper au- 
thorities here at the prison and by them 
it was forwarded to Col. Scott, the 
superintendent. It was never given out; 
I asked about it, but I could learn 
nothing.”’ 


Fischer-Hansen reiterated yesterday 
to Whitman that on the day following 
Brandt’s sentence Brandt said to Fiscn- 
er-Hansen: 

“This is only a formality. After a 
year I am going to be free and they 
are going to send me back to Sweden 
and give me money enough to start in 
business.’’

The husband testified, however, that 
his wife associated with Mexicans and 
other foreigners during the Fair and had 
herself photographed with them. The 
wife admitted acquaintance with the 
oreigners and having been photographed 
with them. She used the photographs, 
she said, to illustrate articles that she 
wrote for magazines and foreign publi- 
cations. 

Mrs. Haynes-Stankey-Haynes testified 
that she was a member of the St. Louis 
Young Women’s Christian Association, 
and that she and other members of the 
association interested themselves in the 
foreigners to the extent of teaching 
them English. 

She testified that her husband abused 
her in a number of ways and at times 
would not speak to her for weeks when 
they were living together.

alleys was given to it bv the owner of 
the adjoining land. In the giving or 


dedicating of streets and alleys the don- 
er has always known that, under the 
law, the property would revert to him 
or to those to whom he had in the 
meantime sold the abutting property, as 
soon as the street or alley ceased to be 
used as a public way. 

‘The land owner gave the street or al- 
lev with that knowledge: che city so 
accepted it. The land owner sola his 
abutting property with that knowledge; 
nis veniee purchased with that expecta- 
tion. If, as in some instances of more 
urgent public need, the easement held 
by the city were acquired by condemna- 
tion, and, therefore, at a price, the 
city acquired no greater interest than it 
took by dedication, and its burden was 
little more as the main condemnation 
costs and damages were assessed 
against the property owners in the dis- 
trict which the street or alley would 


All City Has Is Easement, 

“Thus whether acquired by gift, dedi- 
cation, or condemnation, all the city 
has is an easement for the public use 
as a highway; and if it should advertise 
all its right, title and interest in a 
given street or alley for sale at the 
courthouse door on a day named, stating 
that immediately on the consummation 
of the sale it would pass an ordinance 
vacating the alley or street and would 
execute a conveyance of all its interests 
to the purchaser, there would be no 
bidders at such a sale. It would be 
clear that such a purchaser would take 
nothing, because the city owned nothing 
except a right of public travel and use, 
burdened with a duty of care and main- 
tenance in safe condition, and that right 
it could not convey to a purchaser at 


its sale. 
“Tf the city should deal with its 
streets and alleys, no longer requires 


or desired as such, in a direct busine.s 
way by attempted public sale thereof, 
the abutting property owner could ob- 
tain the vacation for a nominal sum, 
solely because the city has nothing to 
sell—only a power to withhold from the 
property owner something, for which 
the public has no need, but. which is of 
urgent need and of great convenience 
and value to him. The fact that the 
particular street or alley in a dis- 
trict In which the land values are great 
and the resultant benefit of a vacation 
to the adjoining property owner is con- 
siderable, does not alter the city’s ‘a- 
terest or its duty. It owns no greater 
right or title—no different interest or 
easement, in a street or alley worth 
$25. a square foot than in one worth 
ls cents a square foot, 

“It is the municipal duty to maintain 
each, if public convenience so demands, 
and with that tts obligation ceases or 
its interests terminate. In other words,

Sam Lazarus, Second Donor to Proposed Fund 
Suggested by Adolphus Busch, Propo:es 
a $1,000,000 Building. 





Impetus was given yesterday to the 
plan to build a permanent home in St. 
Louis for grand opera by the offer 
of Sam Lazarus, president of the 
Acme Cement and Plaster Co. to 
donate $10,000 to a fund to build a 
structure such as was suggested by 
Adolphus Busch in his offer to give 
$50,000 toward a fund of $500,000 for 
that purpose. 

Isaac H. Lionberger, who owns the 
block extending from Seventeenth to 
Eighteenth streets between Pine and 
Chestnut streets, has offered to do- 
nate $25,000 to the fund provided the 
committee in charge will purchase 
the block named for $400,000. 

The committee in charge of the 
recent grand opera season in St. Louis 
will meet in a few days to discuss 
means for raising the balance of 
the fund of $450,000 in six months to 
take advantage of the $50,000 Busch 
donation and to sutline plans for a 
Suitable structure. 

If an opera house bullt pro- 
vision will be made for a large seat- 
ing capacity to insure moderate 
prices. It has been suggested that

the structure have a capacity of 
about 3800. 
Lazarus Suggests $1,000,000 


In making his offer, Lazarus sug- 
gests that the fund be enlarged to 
$1,000,000, and that 100 men in St. 
Louis be asked to donate $10,000 each. 
He asks that those who donate that 
amount to the fund be given boxes 
for all entertainments in the struc- 
ture for- life. although he does not 
make this a condition of the accept- 
ance of hig. donation.

House Committee Takes Up AL 
legation Unlicensed Engin- 


eers Are Employed. 


A charge that the Board of Education 
is endangering the lives of pupils by 
employing unlicensed engineers in: pub- 
lic school buildings will be investigated 
at a meeting of the Legislation Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates to- 
morrow afternoon. The charge was 
made by John P. McDonough, represent- 
ing the Legislative Committee of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, who 
declares he inspected the boilers in 
many of the schools and found the 
steam valves weighted with kegs of 
nails, bricks and scrap iron to conceal 
the amount of pressure. 

McDonough made the assertion that in 
all the public schools unlicensed engi- 
neers, working for from $8 to $10 a 
week, are in charge of the boilers. The 
House of Delegates Friday night passed 
a resolution empowering the Legisla- 
tion Committee to make a thorough in- 
vestigation. 

H. C. Toensfeldt, Commissioner of 
Public Schoola, said yesterday the 
School Board has not violated the law. 

“The ordinances provide,” he said, 
“that when the pressure of a boiler is 
15 pounds or less no license is required 
for the engineer, but only a permit. In 
the five high schools the pressure ex- 
ceeds 15 pounds and licensed engineers 
are employed, at from $140 to $160 a 
month. a 

“In the district schools, where the 
pressure is 15 pounds and under, the en- 
gineers are paid an average of $8 a 
month.”’ 

An engineer is licensed after an exam- 
ination by the Boiler Inspector. A per- 
mit is isaued without examination, 
when not more than 15 pounds of steam 
is used.

NEW CITY LICENSE LAW 
SIGNED BY MAYOR 


The new city automobile license law 
was signed by Mayor Kreismann Fri- 
day afternoon and is now in effect. It 
deals exclusively with the license by the 
city and the fee exacted is exactly the 
game as that required by the Stato law, 
based on the horsepower rating of the 
car licensed. 

While the law is effective from Jan- 
uary to January it is nk expected that 
License Commissioner Alt can get ready 
for its enforcement for a time as the 
license plates required must first be 
struck off. They are to be not more 
than three inches in diameter and car- 
ried on the dash or other place where 
they can be seen. 

Under amendments made at the re- 
quest of the Automobile Manufacturers 
and Dealers’ Association, dealers will 
eecure one original and four duplicate 
license plates for $16 per annum and the 
amount of money represented by the 
plate will be eliminated from it.

An attempt of the membersof the 
Motor Accessories Association of St.

boiler inspection laws of St. Louis 
Friday afternoon resulted in stirring 
up a hornets’ nest.

NANKING, Feb. 10.—Yuan Shi Kail, 
the imperial Premier at Pekin is en- 
deavoring to persuade the Republicans 
to concede the Manchu demands, but 
the Republicans are preparing to begin 
an advance on Pekin. Impatience fis 
increasing, and a protest has reached 
here from Canton against thé too lib- 
eral terms offered to the tnrone and 
embodying a demand that the Manchus 
be stripped of all power. 

The Southern forces now exceed 100,000 
men, and reinforcements are arriving 
daily at the various Republican centers. 
Apparently there is no lack of funds. 
Presidént Sun Yat Sen is in absolute 
control and expresses hope for a peace- 
ful coalition of the north and south, 
but fears that Yuan Shi Kai will ex- 
haust the patience of the southern prov- 
inces by quibbling over details and 
force a conflict. 

Dr. Sun has repeatedly said that the 
northern provinces are solidly in favor 
of the republic, and, as a matter of 
fact, the capita! of Shantung Province 
declared for the revolution on Friday. 
The revolutionary congress is_ still 
busy with the details of the provisional 


constitution. Close observers assert 
that Yuan Shi Kali, Sun Yat Sen and 
other leaders are practically agreed 


with reference to the terms of a set- 
tlement, but are awaiting the perfection 
of the plans before the issuance of an 
edict. Sun Yat Sen says he does not 
seek a portfolio.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 10.—Official 
circles here were upset today by the 
decision of the United States Gov- 
ernment not to permit the transpor- 
tation of Mexican troops across the 
border. The Madero adherents said, 
however, that the decision did not 
matter at this time because it would 
take two weeks to arrange mat- 
ters between the two governments, 

Government officials here say rurales 
at Juarez are loyal and it is not nec- 
essary to replace them with Federa)s. 

Even should the Government wish to 
send troops through United States ter- 
ritory, however, it would take at least 
two weeks to arrange formalities nec- 
essary tv gain cunsent of the Scnate. 

To Ask for Special Session. 

The proceedings for a special session 
of the Senate requested by President 
Madero will go forward in the meantini2 
in order that the plan may beecarried 
out later if the emergency arises and the 
permission is granted by the United 
States.

The President does not regard the pro- 
test as an evidence of the unfitness of 
his Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
for the Supreme Court.

PACT WITH GERMANY 
RATIFIED BY FRANCE 


Germany Gets a Strip of French 
Congo, France Gets Territory 


on Dahomey Frontier. 


PARIS, Feb. 10.—The French Senate 
today ratified the .Franco-German ac- 
cord on the subject of Morocco and the 
Congo, which was signed on Nov. 5, by 
a vote of 22 to 4. 





The Franco-German accord is an 
agreement between the two countries by 
which France cedes to Germany a strip 
of territory in French Congo, while 
Germany cedes to France some terri- 
tory on the frontiers of Togoland and 
Dahomey. 

The right of France to establish a 
protectorate in Marocco is recognized, 
on condition that she agrees to safe- 
guard the economic equality and com- 
mercial liberty of all nations in that 
country.

One of the features of the regulations forbids 
the wearing by officers belonging to the com- 
mand of civilian dress at posts except during 
the time necessary for entering and leaving the 
post. Further this order says: 


The uniform to be worn on particular oc- 
casions and at social functions of a general 
nature, will be prescribeqd by the K. O., in 
accordance with the table and there must be 
uniformity. Retired officer8 can choose be- 
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tween the present uniform an mt wort at 
the date of retirement, but must not wear 
the two. 

Officers will, by their appearance, set an 
example of neatness and strict conformity 
to regulations in uniform and equipment. 
They will be in the same uniform ag their 
troops. 

A full description is given of the insignia 
of detailed, detached and unassigned of- 
ficers. 

The cape may be worn off duty and by 
the officer of the day while visiting and in- 
specting the guard in evening uniform. 


Commenting upon the new regulations the 


Army and Navy Journal says: 

“The two fundamental principles of the Uni- 
form Regulations are: To have absolute uni- 
formity on all occasions, social or official, of 4 
general nature, and to require and encourage 
everyone, officers and enlisted men, to dress uP, 
thus inculcating and developing care and tidiness 
in the matter of dressing. The Regulations 
show a vast amount of indefatigable labor, se- 
rious and intelligent thought, and an honest, 
determined effort to better matters, and we have 
no doubt that they will produce results in every 
way gratifying to the officials of the War De 
partment, the Army at large and the friends of 
the Army in civil life.” 

Army officers in St. Louls are anxiously await- 
ing the arrival of the new regulations and pat- 
terns, excerpts as yet only having been received. 
They rescind all regulations heretofore made 
with reference to the army uniform and an- 
nounce an entirely new list of regulations.

On March 20, according to the records of the 
St. Louis branch of Pinkerton’s National Detec- 
tive Acency, it was discovered that a man had 
purchased for 25 cents a $5000 accident policy at 
the Union Station, at 9 o'clock on the night of 
Feb. ||. The purchaser was identified as Frt- 
fer from a photograph, but the policy was t. en 
out under an assumed name,

With Half a Word as 


i _ Clew, Captures Hedgepeth Gang 


2 NE night a young detective was leaning 


against a post in the yards of the old 
Union Depot at the Twelfth street via- 


a at ct in St. Louis. To him loitered a leisurely 


co 


tchman, seeking the same post for purposes 
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“Say,” remarked the switchman after a min- 
ute of the silence which is permissible between 
good friends, “I guess there’s nothing to this. I'd 
have told you several days ago, but thought it 
wasn’t worth much. Some people that lived next 
door to me for three weeks went away the other 
night. The neighbors got to talking a little be- 
cause they stayed indoors all day and went out 
only at night.” 

Would the ordinary man: have gathered from 
this information that here was the clew to a 
dangerous gang of train robbers? Pro@ably not. 
It is not uncommon for families to change their 
residences, and even to move their belongings at 
night, when their day’s work enjoins it. -Simi- 
larly, numerous persons sleep during the day and 
go to their work at night. 


But the young detective, Samuel Allender, had 
already grasped a truth, which perhaps explains 
why he is today Chief of Detectives in St. Louis. 
This truth is that, in the pursuit of criminals, no 
detail is too trivial, too commonplaee or too 
apparently unimportant to be overlooked. 


A week before his meeting with the switchman, 
bandits had held up a Frisco train near Glen- 
dale, St. Louis County, wounded the express 
messenger, dynamited an Adams Express Co. safe 
and escaped with between $30,000 and $40,000. 
Allender’s mind was full of the crime, for he 
had boarded a switch engine at the depot the 
night it occurred, Nov. 30, 1891, and ridden to 
Glendale, where he saw timbers shivered and 
metal wrenched by the explosive. 


An hour after his talk with the switchman 
found the detective at the abandoned house, 4244 
Swan avenue. It was completely bare. Then he 
searched the yard. At the bottom of an excava- 
tion in a shed he saw the glint of steel. The 
shining object was a revolver. Upon it was the 
number of a pistol taken from the messenger by 
the robbers! 


The birds, then, had nested there. But they 
were flown; whither, no one knew. Allender 
traced them to a downtown rooming house, and 
there the scent was-lost. It was the switchman’s 
wife who came to his aid. 

She told him that two days after the departure 
of the strangers, a wagon, with one horse at- 
tached and with two men aboard, drove up to 
the house during a downfall of rain and bore 
away a trunk. For several cays she racked her 
memory to recall a name which was painted on 
the wagon. At last it proved that her attention 
had photographed the last syllable of the name, 
but not the first. She said the last syllable was 
“man,” 

Allender was armed with a half-word with 
which to discover in what nook of the whole wide 
world a gang of train robbers was lurking. 

That night, at his post at the-depot, Allender 
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match and drew Beckman eagerly aside. He 
told the teamster it was suspected that the trunk 


contained stolen goods. 


“ll take you to the man who's got the trunk 
now,” said the driver. 


Half an hour later tne detective arrested George 
McFadden in his saloon at Sixth and Elm streets. 
In his room they found the trunk. 


It was only a matter of hours before the po- 
lice knew, through information extorted from 
McFadden and through a letter found in his 
pocket, that the Glendale robbers were Marion 
C. Hedgepeth, Adelbert Denton Slye, Lucius R. 
Wilson and James Francis, and that the leader, 
Hedgepeth, to whom the trunk was to be sent, 
was in California. 


Slye and Hedgepeth, arrested in California, 
were sentenced to 20 and 25 years in the peni- 
tentiary, respectively. Hedgepeth was pardoned 
because information divulged by him to the po- 
lice led to the discovery of the Holmes murders, 
and was killed a year ago while attempting to 
rob a saloon in Chicago. Slye served his term. 
Wilson was electrocuted in New York State for 
the murder of a detective in Syracuse. Francis 
was killed while robbing a train at Lamar, Mo., 
two months after the Glendale coup. 


Makes Jest Come True 
by Catching Fugitive in Bay 


HE story of how a promise made in re- 

T sentful satire came true on schedule time 

is related of Darwin P. Peterson, man- 

ager of the Thiel Detective Service Co. of St. 
Louis. 


One day a long distance telephone message 
from a surety company in Baltimore informed 
Peterson that Foy W. Dulaney, Clerk of the 
Circuit Court at Johnson City, Tenn., had fled 
with something like $40,000, embezzled from an 
estate of which he was trustee. The surety com- 
pany officials were nervous and impatient, and 
demanded that Peterson find the fugitive at once. 


Peterson reflected that his quarry was one man 
out of millions in the country, and that Dulaney 
at that minute might be anywhere from Montreal 
to New Orleans and from New York to Denver. 
So he replied ironically: 


“Sure, I’ll wire you tomorrow where he is.” 


He was informed that Dulaney had written to 
his associates in business from Memphis that 
he was bound for Mexico City and that he would 
settle his deficit from there. The detective was 
certain the fugitive had not gone to Mexico City, 
as he had named it as his destination. Neverthe- 
less, remembering that Bismarck adopted the 
policy of telling the truth in order to deceive his

tow Clews Apparently Trivial Brought Criminals to Book 
in St. Louis Detective Stories of Real Life— Y\ 
Dollar Led to M. Dwight Fortner’s Capture—Syllable KW \ sx 
“Man” and Switciman’s Casual Remark Unearthed Hed- tae 
gepeth Gang—Check Torn in tragments Undoing of 
First Wire-Tapper in United States — Unraveling of 
Crimes Due. Not to Brilliant latuition, but Laborious 
Plodding Among Details 
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Child’s Prattle 
Leads to Wire-Tapper’s Undoing 


HAT is said to have been the first wire- 

W tapping case in the United States, a 
case in which the investigators were 
confronted with a novelty in crime of a very in- 
genious kind, was solved by Thomas Furlong of 
St. Louis, who has been a detective since 1862, 


and in whose employment W. J. Burns obtained 
his first training. 


In the latter part of the seventies the sound 
system in telegraphy was just being adopted 
instead of the tape system, messages being taken 
by ear instead of by eye. A pocket telegraph in- 
strument, then a new-fangled device, was one 
of the clews by which Furlong followed the trail 
back to its source. Other clews were the words 
of a 7-year-old child and a blank check torn into 
fragments. 


During the fall of 1877 a Pennsylvania train 
from the east arriving in Pittsburg bore a safe 
of the Union Express Co., containing several 
thousands of dollars in cash and valuables. A 
messenger was in charge of the safe, which was 
placed in the usual manner upon a wagon be- 
longing to the company, and guarded by a watch- 
man and a detective, heavily armed. 


The messenger, as was his duty, boarded the 
wagon, which was driven towards the company’s 
offices. When a block from their destination, the 
messenger left the wagon, saying he wished to 
see a friend in the city hall and would follow in 
a few minutes. 

The safe was delivered at the office, locked and 
uninjured. Time passed and the messenger did 
not appear. Then the guards remembered that 
he was a stranger, instead of the regular man 
on the run, but said his thorough familiarity 
with his duties had prevented them from be 
coming suspicious. George Bingham, superin- 
tendent of the company, caused the safe to be 
forced. It was empty. 

The officers of the company naturally looked 
first for J. J. Bingham, a brother of the super- 
intendent, who had been assigned to the run on 
which the robbery occurred. Had he met with 
foul play? , 

Bingham suddenly answered this question by 
appearing in person. He was struck with 
amazement when he learned of the robbery, and 
exhibited the following telegram: 

“Look out for new messenger, named J. C. 
Prooks. Meet him at Templeton en route. Turn 
over cash and valuables to him and take receipts 
for same. Then report to the superintendent at 
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‘‘A wagon drove up and bore 
away a trunk.” 


Parkersburg, who will give you further orders. 
“GEORGE BINGHAM, 
“Superintendent.” 

The telegram, of course, was a forgery, but 
the messenger had acted upon it literally, after 
sending an acknowledgement of it to his brother, 
who, for an excellent reason, had not received 
it. The impostor appeared at Templeton, armed 
with a similar telegram, signed with Supt. Bing- 
ham’s name, and received without question the 
keys to the safe. The real messenger left the 
train and went on his fool’s errand to Parkers- 
burg. 

Furlong, at that time chief of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway secret service, was summoned 
from St. Louis to take charge of the case. He 
took up the scent at Templeton, a defunct fac- 
tory town, with no railway station except the 
shanty of a section foreman. Neither the fore- 
man nor his wife had seen a stranger the day 
of the robbery. But their daughter, 7 years old, 
had, and had even sat on a log beside him near 
the tracks while he waited for the train. 


“Did he do anything strange?” asked Furlong 
of the child. 


“Yes, he sat on a log and tore a piece of paper 
into little teeny bits.” 

Near the log, Furlong found a small machine 
made of wood and brass. He did not know what 
it was. He picked up the bits of paper. 

He and an assistant sat up all that night in 
a Pittsburg hotel. To an outsider, they would 
have seemed two adults childishly fascinated by 
a jigsaw puzzle. On a black cloth they shifted 
and reshifted wee bits of white paper with tire- 
less interest. At dawn Furlong uttered an equiva- 
lent of Archimedes’ “eureka.” | 

The torn paper was seen to have been a blank 
check on a bank at Carlisle, Pa.

That high heels and hobble skirts are résponsible for a large proportion of the 
injuries Sustained by women W hile getting on and ott trains and mountinyz and descend 
ing stairways in stations, is the conelusion reached by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
after an investigation covering three months in which 73 sueli cases were recorded 

The injuries ranged from slight contusions to painful sprains and cuts Typ- 
ical of the causes set forth in the report are: ‘*Heel caught on step of coach and tore 
off. High heel caught while descending stairs; wore hobble skirt.’ 

Even :n the new Pennsylvania Station at New York, where all descents are 
gradual and where the stalrwavs are designed so as to minimize. the possibility of 
such accidents, women fall viétims to the high heel. 

It is pointed out that the railroad can do nothin, to prevent those casualties,

ROSSING the Atlantic by balloon, dirigible

It sounds a big job, but I believe it can be done. 


Ir fact, an Irish friend of mine, an aviator of 
some note, has got all his plans laid to do it, if 
ir is made worth his while. 

Let us consider for a moment what has been 
done, and then we can get a better idea of what 
can be done. 

In the first place, the French pilot Helen has 
flown, on a Nienport monoplane, 780 miles in 14 
hours, this including three stops. Also he was 
fiving over an out-and-home course on a windy 
dav, which meant going slow one way, and, though 
he came back fast, his average speed was slower 
than if he had had no wind at-all. On a straight- 
away eourse bye oud be faster still. Even as it 


was, his speed works out at.just 56 miles an hour. 


Those stops were simply to pick up fresh fuel 
and were no re?l rest for’ the pilot, who could 
have gone thiovch without stopping. 

Further, we ‘now that Fourny, another French 
pilot, on a Maurice Farman biplane, has flown 
140 miles without a stop, in 11 wours His ma- 
chipe was a big, slow affair and he flew round a 
rather small circular course, losing ground at the 


co'Tners. 

Further still, we know that last year a Green 
aero engine ran, under a full load test, for 24 
hours without stopping Very well, then! So 
riuch for what has been done. Now for what we 
have got to co. 

Roughly, starting from the west coast of — 
land, the nearest point of the American Conti- 
nent is about 2500 miles away, and if the pilot 


manages to miss the nearest point, he is pretty 
well bound to hit the broadside of America some- 
where inside 3000 miles. But let us assume that 
he has a good knowledge of navigation and gets 


;. in 2500 miles, what sort of machine does he 
want and what are his chances of getting 
through”? 

In the first place, he has got to do just over 
three times the distance Helen did, so on the 
face of it he would have to fly about forty-five 
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hours, and do it without coming down for fuel. 
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But there is one very important thing to remem- 
ber. The same machine that Helen used, if fitted 












with bigger engine, can do 80 miles an hour in 
calm air. Consequently, given two dass of calm, 
it should be possible to do the journey in 32 hours 
at most. Better still, if the aviator had the luc: j 
to find a steady easterly wind of 10 miles an how:

Fuel Is Chief Problom. 





The really difficult part of the problem is the 
question of fuel. A 60-horsepower Gnome engine 
consumes five gallons of petrol (gasoline) per 
hour and three gallons of oil. A 60-80-horge- 
power Green engine consumes less than four gal- 
lons per hour and four-fifths of a gallon of oll, 
whereas a Green would use about forty gallons 
of petrol and about eight gallons of ofl, so the 
actual weight to be lifted would be very much 
less. Now, fwo-seated machine, carrying fuel, 
navigating instruments, ete., would be a good 
deal bigger than Helen’s Nieuport and would 
need near 120 horsepower to do 80 miles an hour. 
Still. it could be built, and ome may assume that 
the engine would consume eight gallons of petrol 
and and three-fifths gallons of oil per hour. 
That the fuel capacity would need to be 
at least 250 gallons of petrol and 48 gallons of oil, 
which would take some stowing and some lift- 
ing.
